Secretary of Agriculture David 
P. 


Houston, speaking at the third annual 
Vmfirlcan road congress at Detroit on 
September 29 outlined the policy of the 
federal government with relation 
to 


road building. 
Recently congress ap- 


propriated half a million dollars to be 
:xpended In the ratio of one dollar of 
tho government fund to two dollars 
expended by the mate In the better- 
ment of roads now or hereafter to be 
used as post roads. As the rural routes 
cover practically every Important state 
road It will be seen that this means 
government and state co-operation In 
mprovement of all roads. Tho regn- 
ar approprlalion for the department 
of public roads Is 5300.000 so that the 
department of agriculture is charged 
with the disbursement of a large con- 
:lngent fund. 


In 1912 tho state expenditure for 


roads was 543,000,000. It Is estimated 
that nslde. from tho above mentioned 
sums there was expended locally In 
1912 »17S,000,000. Quite significantly a 
large per centage of this was wasted 
owing to faulty methods both of con- 


structlon and of management. The see 
retary deprecated the ill-judged crltl 
cism of a certain class which raised th< 
old cry of centralization and states 
rights.

Tariff and Income Tax and At- 
tacks Critics of Measures 


WATERLOO, Ja., Oct. IS.—Secretary

lUl, the new larifi and the income tax 
and attacked th& critics of Uiese'meas- 
urcy. 


"For generations the national banks 


have htld ihe government's money in 
return for contributions to campaigns 
and suy-puri of the republican party," 
taid Mr. Brj-.in. speaking of the pend- 
ing currency bill. "The currency bill is 
the inost remarkable currency meas- 
ure that v,-e have ever had. 
It give? 


the bankers enough to make them hap- 
py and doesn't triable them to take 
cnoufih to make the people miserable. 
There is one feature about this bill that 
should win ihe support of every bank- 
er doing a. legitimate banking business. 
Heretofore it has been necessary to put 
t'p bonds to secure povernment money 
but by the provisions of the new bill 
the government loane money 
without 


re.o.uir!ns bonds. 
It lets the regional 


bank take collateral from tho banks 
•within the zone and the zone banks pul 


their guarantee on the collateral. This 
enables the government to put Into a 
community more money than it takes 
out. 
The government asks in return 


something that every banker should be 
willing to concede, namely 
that 
tho 


Koyernmont should issue the money It- 
self. Why let the banks Issue the mon- 
ey in times of peace when the govern- 
ment must Issue it in.time of trouble? 
The president has taken tho position 
OiatThe government should issue the 
money and I 6iink he is right. 
I also 


believe the banks -can very well con- 
cede this point when they consider the 
benefits they receive through hot hav- 
ing to purchase bondi as security and 
they will have to concede this point 
whether they want to or not. There is 
one point, on which the bankers arc di- 
vided. It Is whetlier tho board that 
controls the issue shall 
consist 
of 


bankers or government officials." 


On the Income tax law* he said: 
"1 have been called an anarchist for 


advocating the income tax more 
than 


for any one thing I have ever advocat-
